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A Quickly Forgotten Lesson. 


"• The lesson of Clean Up Week did nol slick in Boslon, ac- 
cording to one of the papers of th.1l city, which says thai nol 
only lias the lesson already been apparently forgotten, but the 
careless, if not vicious, elements among- young and old are 
injuring trees, plants and shrubbery on the Common and in 
the Public Garden. AMscliief of this kind has become very 
common, and among other filings the bark lias been stripped 
from a number of pine trees, which will probably die as a result 
of (his vandalism. 


The (rouble has gone so far that the authorities have been 


called upon to take action. Great sums of money have been 
expended in beautifying the grounds set apart for the free use 
of the public, but so heedless have many become that many of 
the choicest plants and shrubs are treated as if they were grow- 
ing wild in the woods. In addition lo this the littering of 
streets has become so flagrant lhat men and teams are em- 
ployed on Sundays to keep Ihe streets in the vicinity of the 
churches in decent condition. 


This is a bad report lo come from a leading cily so soon 


after Ihe general effort to clean up for the summer and to teach 
that it is as essential for a community as for an individual to 
keep clean. 
-It shows ho\y quickly many people forget, and 


(hat it will be necessary in' some places lo do something more 
than lalking if Ihe desired end is to be attained. 
x 


The lesson o'f public as well as private cleanliness should be 


taught in the schools and the homes, and when] this teaching 
fails the power of the law may well be invoked. 
Adults in 


particular should be made lo realize that practices of this kind 
will nol be tolerated. Heedlessiiess and inexperience are some 
excuse for children, but grown people who so far forget them- 
selves as lo wilfully liftle public streets and wantonly destroy 
what is growing on public grounds should in no uncertain 
manner be made to understand the error of their ways. 


Carelessness is an American trail and one that seems to be 


increasing. 
It is probable that nine-tenths of the great inim 


ber of forest fires in New England this spring were due to care 
lessness on the part of fishermen and strollers, and whoeve 
visits a public place w.ill see all too many evidences of care 
lessness.' Perhaps some allowance must be made for Ih&hasU 
and rush which mark the life of the times, but the line'must bi 
'drawn somewhere, and young and t old should be impressei 
with the idea that a certain amount of decency in public place 
will be insisted upon where insistence.is necessary. 


Practically every community has one or more parks for thi 


use of all. Money is generously expended upon these grounds 
lo make them sanitary and attractive, and only the thoughlles: 
and vicious will do aughl to detract from their beauty. 
Bn 


the thoughtless and vicious are always wilh us—Ihe forme 
largely outnumbering Ihe latter, it is a pleasure to say. Thi 
Ihoughlless need reminding' and those who wilfully cleslro\ 
should be made lo answer lor their acls in a way which Hie} 
will not forgci. 


The beautifying of cities and (owns has been going on foi 


years and splendid results have been achieved. 
If seems 


strange thai any person beyond infancy should be disposed ic 
injure or destroy the' growing filings lhat have been planfec 
and nurtured for Iheir benefit, and yet this very thing is done 
lo a surprising extent. 
The remedy, if remedy Ihere be,.lies 


in leaching the young, and compelling their elders, to be 
decent.
